The Overland Train From Los 
Angeles Robbed. 


THE VISITINK B. B. OFFICIALS. 


The Chamber of Commerce Has a 
Consultation W ith Them 
About the Shops. 


At 11:15 o’clock on Wednesday night 
the Santa Fe overland train which left 
First street depot in this city on Tuesday 
morning, was held up and robbed at 
Canon Diablo on the Atlantic & Pacific 
by four masked men. The scene of the 
outrage is a wild piece of country, being 
all cute and romantic cafions as is exem­ 
plified by the name of the nearest depot 
—Devil’s Cañón. It is situated twenty-six 
miles north of W’in slow on the Atlantic 
A Pacific road, and 573 miles from 
this city. The meagre advices at pres­ 
ent to hand show that none of 
the passengers were molested but 
that the treasure wag all taken from 
Wells-Fargo’s car. It is not known what 
amount there was on board, as the agent 
takes up packages at all stations along 
the line, but it is thought that the haul 
was a rich one, for as the train carries a 
good deal of the treasure running directly 
from Southern California to Chicago, and 
all of that in Northern Arizona, so the cof­ 
fers were doubtless well filled. A hot 
chase has Already commenced after the 
thieves, and Wells-Fargo’s special offi­ 
cers have tieen ordered to the front. It 
will go badly with the fugitives if they 
are caught, for the Legislature of Arizona 
passed a law about three weeks ago mak­ 
ing train-robbery a capital offense in that 
Territory.

T he city of Los Angeles is the m etropo­ 
lis, th e railroad, com m ercial and political 
cen ter of Southern California.

sew erage system of th e country. 


WATER SYSTEM. 
T he Los Angeles C ity W ater C om pany 
i s incorporated w ith a capital of 12,400.-, 


000. 
T hey supply about four-fiths of all 
th e w ater used in th e city. 
They get th is supply from the Los An­ 
geles riv er an d w h at is known os the 
C rystal Springs, located some six miles 
from tow n. 
T he com pany ia now fur­ 
nishing about 5,000,000 gallons per day, 
though, if called upon, they could furnish 
13,000,000 gallons 
w ith th eir present 
conduit, w hich w as com pleted about a 
year since. 
T he source of supply is 
practically inexhaustible. 
T he Los A n­ 
geles river w ater is, by analysis, con­ 
ceded to be superior to th a t in use by any 
F astern cities o ther th an th e lake towns. 
T he com pany is now contem plating an 
im provem ent*in th e w ay of diverting the 
w ater from th e r iv e r ; th e process being 
very sim ple, consisting of infiltration, or, 
in other words, taking w ater not from 
th e surface, b ut driving under th e river 
and catching the w ater by percolation. 
Considering the im m ense coBt of erect 
ing th e plant a nd th e high wages labor re­ 
ceives in C alifornia, th e rates charged by 
th e com pany are very reasonable com ­ 
p ared w ith those paid by other cities. 
ELECTRIC LIUliT. 
To Los Angeles belongs th e proud dis­ 
tinction of having been th e first city in 
th e U nited States to entirely abandon 
gas for street-ligbting and replace it by 
electricity. 
Los A sueles, w ith its thirty- 
six square m iles of area, lighted wholly 
bv electricity, is to-day th e best lighted 
city on th e Pacific coast. 
T he use oi 
gas was ordered to be discontinued on 
D ecem ber 31, I8S2, and on th e night of 
th a t day th e electric light was ushered 
iu. 
T he m asts throw a light a m ile dis­ 
tan t, th u s illum inating an area of ten 
sq u are m iles, as against less th an cne 
square m ile lighted by gas. 
T he system 
operated un d er is know n as th e Brush 
system , an d is operated under 
TH E 1.08 ANHELES ELECTRIC COMPANY 
T he p lan t of th is com pany is one of 
th e largest in th e U nited S tates. I t com­ 
prises four C orliss engines and four tubu­ 
lar boilers, 00-horse pow er each, and two 
U azelton boilers, 30-horse power e a c h : 
th ere is boiler and engine force equal to 
750-horse pow er. T here are tw elve dyna­ 
m os in u s e ; each dynam o is estim ated to 
produce light for sixty-five lights of 2,000 
candle power each. 
T his is 130,000 can­

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ASSESSING THE COUNTV 


W hat W ill the Valuation 
Be This Year? 


A 
C O M P L IC A T E D 
SUBJECT. 


T h e .Relative D uty of the Assessor 
and of th e T axpayers iu 
the Prem ises. 


For two years past there has been no 
sm all amount of discussion as to the 
proper method of assessing the property 
of this county. The true spirit of the 
law is one that would equalise the valua­ 
tions put on the property of this county 
and those put on the property of similar 
counties of the State. It is a question 
largely of equity between the several 
counties. 
Tais Angeles has been under­ 
going a boom in realty such as no 
other 
eection 
perhaps 
ever 
ex­ 
perienced. 
In 
a 
single 
year 
near $100,000,000 worth of property 
changed hands. 
Jn such an event there 
was inevitably more or less wild specu­ 
lation indulged in. Population was com­ 
ing in here like a great Hood, and it 
appeared as if the people of the entire 
I'nion would try to crowd into the 
small space of country embraced in 
Southern California. 
Towns were laid 
out in all directions, and thousands of 
acres of land wore cut up into twenty-five 
or fifty foot lots. 
It would require u 
round million of people to occupy all 
these lots. Now that the present is but 
a iull in this great era of growth and 
development Í3 not to be doubted. 
Los 
Angeles will be iu a short time the most 
densely populated district iu the Union, 
and it will be by far the most productive 
section from an agricultural 
point of 
view'. 
Lands and 
lots here will be 
•t worth much more than in any other 
portion of the Republic, and they will be 
worth more than in any other portion of 
the State. 
But it is not the province of 
the Assessor to attem pt to discount 
the 
future, 
nor 
should 
he 
be 
too quick to follow the upward trend of 
prices in a boom period. If these re­ 
flections had any force a year ago, they 
apply with greatly increased emphasis 
to the current year. There is no boom 
on now. Matters have, in the calm mo­ 
m ents of second thought, settled to a 
basis more nearly in accordance with 
present facts and with the outlook for 
the immediate future. If the Assessor’s 
task was a hard one last year it will 
be doubly difficult this season. 
He 
and his deputies will be obliged to make 
a most careful revision of all the property 
of the county. The H e r a l d has tried 
not to do Mr. Mason any injustice in the 
criticisms it has indulged in on his offi­ 
cial course. It wdl be glad to chronicle 
a new departure on his part this year, 
and to Hay, when the assessment is com­ 
plete, that it is a fair one to the taxpay­ 
ers. There are not wanting signs that 
he and his deputies all try to readjust 
the valuation to the exigencies of the 
situation. It has never been held that 
all the property of the county was 
assessed too high. It is more than 
probable that in many cases the valua­ 
tion of even last year is quite low 
enough. 
Indeed, there may he cases 
where paying property might be rated 
even higher now than it was a year ago. 
The rents, profits and issues of some 
pieces of improved realty would justify 
such a course. 
But in the cases ot town 
lotB 
which 
sold 
at 
high 
fig­ 
ures 
during 
the 
boom, 
a 
very 
careful 
estimate 
should 
be 
made. 
All the letter of the lav; requires is that 
the property should be rated at what it 
would bring if forced on a man in pay­ 
m ent of a Bolvent debt. That is far from 
w hat it would bring in times of specula­ 
tive excitement, or from what it would 
bring even from a man who wished to buy 
it as an investment or for a home. The 
question is not w hat the property might 
sell for to Borne person who puts a fancy 
price on it, but w hat will a man give for 
it in payment of & debt when he doos 
not want it, and would much prefer to 
have his money. 
IIOW THE LAW STANDS. 
In the case of plots laid out and the 
m ap recorded, the law is explicit to the 
effect that the property must be assessed 
in separate lots, the smallest subdivisions 
in which it stands. There ought to 
be 
some 
action 
taken 
in 
some 
cases to 
cancel 
these 
maps 
and 
to return the lots to acreage. This would 
greatly facilitate the work of the Assessor, 
But in any case it will require very great 
care on the part of the Assessor and of 
his deputies to adjust the assessment to 
facts as to values. 
THE DUTY OP TAX-PAYKR8. 
One of the most exasperating difficul­ 
ties of the Tax Collector during the past 
year, and one which had more than any 
other ono thing to do with Btretcliing out 
the 
delinquent 
list, 
was 
the 
failure 
of 
the 
property 
owners 
to return a full list of their property. 
This is particularly true of lots sold on 
contract. These agreements usually con­ 
tain a clause which obligates the buyer 
to pay the taxes. 
In many cases the per- 
sous who agree to buy are not residents, 
or if they live here they trust to the 
owner of the whole tract to pay the taxes. 
Thus neither party makes a return to the 
Assessor, and so the property 
goes 
on the unknown-owner list. 
If prop­ 
erty 
owners 
will 
in 
all 
cases 
and at an early date hanu in a full list of 
their property to the Assessor, it will 
materially reduce the difficulty of pav­ 
ing taxes in the fall, it will reduce the 
unknown owner list, the delinquent list 
and all the other chief abominations of 
the tax-payer. 
The Assessor’s deputies 
are now in the field, and blanks are be­ 
ing distributed to the property-ho.d- 
ern. 
They 
should all 
carefully fill 
out these blanks, giving all the property 
under their control in full. These should 
be returned to the Assessor, or his dep­ 
uty, at as early a day as possible. This 
course would greatly expedite the busi­ 
ness of paving taxes next fall, and lessen 
the difficulties of the officials and the 
public in a material degree.

Why Should Not Los Angeles 
Build Both.

Let Us Build the Big: Hotel and the 
Hoad to Salt Lake at 
Once. 


Sionx City is a rather small place, as 
compared with Loe Angeles. There is 
not In the Iowa town the thousandth part 
of the w ealth that centers in Los Angeles. 
But despite her small proportions, and 
the absence of millionaires among her 
people, her name is known during the 
past few weeks all over the Union. 
Daily dispatches are coming telling us of 
the great things in the way of rail­ 
road 
building 
being 
done 
by 
thia 
village on the 
banks of the 
muddy 
Missouri. 
The 
citizens 
of 
the little place have actually subscribed 
$400,000 to build a railroad to Salt Lake 
City. 
It is the hope of the subscribers 
that this road will eventually get to tide­ 
water on th e Pacific at Los Angeles. Of 
this sum, 25 per cent, or $100,000, has 
been paid in in hard cash, and work is 
now b*ing done on the road. 
ANOTHER EXAMPLE 
A fb .v days ago, in speaking of this to 
a citizen of this city, he said to a H e r a l d 
reporter: 
I lived fo ra long time in a 
small town in Ohio. It seemed as if fate 
was determined 
that 
place should 
not 
grow. 
A 
great 
trunk 
road 
came westward, and we tried to have 
it catne to our tarn, but it passed ten 
milee north of us and left us out iu the 
cold. 
Next year a second trunk line 
headed for Chicago, came our way, but 
do w hat we could, the road passed five 
miles south of us. Some tim e later the 
third through line was built through our 
section, but it passed us between the 
town and the other line to the south. 
This so exasperated the people that they 
determined to build a road of their own. 
So they went to work and built a nairow- 
gaoge 
road 
to 
tap 
the 
nearest 
trunk line. 
W hen we got it bnilt 
we had learned 
a lesson. 
A nar­ 
row-gauge road was a mistake. 
So 
we went to work and made it standard 
gauge. 
By this time we had learned 
how to build roads, and we extended our 
three miles to five miles, thus connecting 
with two through lines. 
From tha 
small beginning that town kept on, and 
to-day it has 350 miles of paying road in 
operation. The day the first sod was 
turned on the first bit of road, the town 
awoke from a long sleep. By the time 
ten m iles of road were in operation, 
every house in the place was rented, and 
new ones were being butlt. The town 
to-day is one of the most flourishing in 
the State. 
SALT LAKE. 
At Salt Lake the people are wide 
awake to the necessities of the hour so 
far as th at place is concerned. Meetings 
are being held, and it is understood that 
money will be forthcoming in no stinted 
measure to build a road southwest to 
reach the ocean shore near Los Angeles. 
OUR OPPORTUNITY, 
H ere is the opportunity of the Angelic 
City. 
She is is larger and richer by 
m any times than Sioux City or Salt Lake. 
She is better able to build roads than 
both those places combined. 
By build­ 
ing to Salt Lake, this section will gain a 
connection with the Union Pacific, with 
the Denver and Rio Grande, and im me­ 
diately with the Q system and the Rock 
Island 
Road. 
All 
the 
traffic 
of 
the 
interior States with the ports 
of 
th e 
Pacific

San Diego the other day raised in a day 
$107,000 to secure the immediate build­ 
ing of the Cuyamaca road.

The capitalists of this section can 
better afford to do this than to let it re­ 
main undone. The moment that amount 
of stock is subscribed, 25 per ceut. of it 
paid in and the work begun, at once all 
the wheels of business in this 'dace would 
begin to boom at the liveliest sort of 
rate. 
In 
a 
month 
every 
vacant 
house in the city would be occupied, 
every store 
that is now 
tenanelees 
would at once come into requisition. 
The cry of high rents would no longer be 
heard, and there would not be an idle 
mechanic in the country. In two months 
there would again be a great and press­ 
ing demand for more houses, and the 
$500,000 would all be paid into the banks 
in lees than a month by new people who 
would come in and buy land to build 
homes on. 
T hat is just the situation here to-day. 
This community must do something lib­ 
eral and substantial for itself. It must 
get to depend on its own exertions and 
not adopt the motto of Washington Ter­ 
ritory, which is the Indian word a lk i 
by and by.

the people shonld at once set in motion 
and back until it is completed. The 
wrong method has been pursued in re­ 
gard to this. It is difficult to enlist the 
interest of capital at the East in such a 
ventare. People there do not see what 
we see of the promise such an invest­ 
m ent holds out. We know the city needs 
a fine hotel, the finest and best equipped 
in th e land. Until just such a hostelry 
is opened here we will misa the cream of 
the travel. San Diego has her great 
Coronado. 
At Monterey is the Del 
Monte. San Francisco has the Palace. 
Florida has magnificent hotels in great 
abnndance, and it is the knowledge of 
th is fact which more than any other at­ 
tracts large numbers of tourists to that 
State. 
Right now all the good hotels in this 
section, and, indeed, in the State, are 
full of guests. 
At the Coronado there 
are 600 to 700 people all the time. The 
Raymond at Pasadena is filled all the 
tim e. The first-class hotels of Los An­ 
geles are a ll doing well. 
Now there are 
certain tourists, and they are the meet 
desirable of all, who will not venture 
Into any city where there is not a really 
first-class hotel. 
These people want all 
the comforts and all the luxuries that 
money can pay for. 
It is not a matter o f 
expense with them at a ll; it is simply 
one of getting what they want. To them

The New Conucil Meets and 
Organizes. 


COMMISSIONS AND COMMITTEES. 


T h o se Who 
Refuse to S u rren d er 
T h e ir Officers to T heir Sue- 
censors. 


Tlwe City Council met yesterday m orn­ 
ing President K uhrts in the chair and 
Messrs. 
Bryant, 
Barrett, 
Moriarty, 
Cohn, 
Hanley, Shafer, 
Sineabaugh, 
Threlit Id, McNally, Wilson, Bosbyshell 
«nd Earl present. 
The members of the City Council-elect 
were invited to take seats inside the rail, 
and the Clerk read the minutes of the 
m eeting of Monday last, which were ap­ 
proved. 
Dr. Sinsabaugh moved that the matter 
of dividing the water on Figueroa street 
be referred to the City Silrveyor. Carried. 
J . Marion Brooks, on motion of Mr. 
Cofen, was allowed to make a speech in 
regard to his contest, which is pending in 
in the Supreme Court. He said that he 
proposed to contest the constitutionality 
of the new Charter,and held that the law, 
onder the new Charter, providing for as­ 
sessm ents was unconstitutional, and he 
advised that if the members of the Coun­ 
cil did not desire to hold on they should 
resign. 
He believed that the Charter 
was 
unconstitutional, and would be 
proven to be b o by the Supreme Court. 
Tne Mayor was instructed to sigu deeds 
to a strip of land in East Los Angeles 
along W alnut street. 
The City Attorney reported that he 
would begin an action to widen First 
s tr e e t as soon as he was furnished with 
the lines and an abstract of the property. 
Received and tiled. 
The matter of accepting a strip of land 
on Fifth street was referred to the City 
8arveyer. 
Mr. Cohn asked whether the meeting 
ot the Council was an adjournjd one or 
a special meeting. 
He was informed that it was an ad­ 
journed meeting, and he objected to the 
taking up of any new business. 
President K uhrts decided that any 
business could be transacted, as the pre­ 
vious meeting had not adjourned for a 
special purpose. 
The Finance Committee recommended 
th a t the amended bonds of Fred Eaton, 
C ity Surveyor; L. J. Thompson, Tax Col­ 
lector, and W. D. Johneon, Treasurer, as 
am ended, be approved. Adopted. 
Mr. Wilson moved the reconsideration 
of the vote npon the question regarding 
th e exchange of lands of reservoir No. 4. 
Carried. 
Dr. Sinsabaugh said he had it reported 
on the street th at the committee whicn 
recommended the exchange of deeds had 
been hired to make the report. 
He 
wanted to say that he bad not even been 
approached. 
He did not believe that the 
city had a shred of a title to the land, ex­ 
cept the right to overflow it. 
For that 
reason he favored the proposition in or­ 
der that the city might obtain a title in 
fee to some part of the land. If this was 
done the city could do something with 
the land. 
M r. K uhrts could see no reason why 
ih e city should make such an exchange 
as was proposed.

Mr. Cohn said that he hud thoroughly 
investigated the m atter and had come to 
th e conclusion that tho trade should not 
be made and he saw no reason why the 
opinion should be changed. 
He had 
been approached by Mr. Kelley, but he 
had not changed his mind. 
Captain Barrett thought that the mat­ 
te r should have further investigation. 
Dr. Sinsabaug moved thát it be re­ 
ferred to the incoming Council. Carried. 
The Board of Public Works submitted 
a short report, which was adopted.

for all m unicipal purposes, aside only from 
m terest on the funded debt and the paym ent 
of bonds, to $1 on the $100 of property as­ 
sessed, it will therefore require great care In 
th e expenditure of moneys derived from m u­ 
nicipal taxes uot to exceed th e lim its of the 
Charter. 
PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS. 
The history of m unicipalities shows the 
econom ical expenditures of money on perm a­ 
nent public im provem ents to be oue of the 
greatest levers to elerate them into busy m arts 
of tra le , and w hile thnt is so the people who 
pay th e cost dem and an honest and econom ical 
adm inistration ol the public fuuds. 
The rapid iucrease of population in this city 
has necessitated the im m ediate construction ol 
a sew er to the sea, winch, when buhl, will give 
us th e boat sew er facilities of any city ol im ­ 
p rtance on the coast, having its outlet sixteen 
m i'eafrom toe city. 
These im provem ents are usually delayed, 
ow ing to their im portance and the am ount of 
prt- lm luary labor ueocssary to pot them under 
way. 
E tch adm inistration finds itself about 
to 
en ter 
npon 
im portant 
public 
works 
at 
th e 
end 
of 
its tenure or office, aud 
as a last resort they are turned over to the su c­ 
ceeding adm iuistratiou to struggle w ith. If th e 
const ruction ol this sew er Is taken in hand 
early it can be com pleted w ithout being finally 
turned over to the succeeding adm inistration. 
In addition to the beuefit to be derived from 
the sewer itself when com pleted hardly less, if 
aoy, beuefit will bs derived from the em ploy­ 
m ent of the labor needed in its constructio i . If 
one could realize the loss we sustain each day 
th at able and willing m en Hand idle on our 
streets, im m e Hate steps would be taken to save 
th eir labor, not to m ention th e great benefit to 
accrue to «he c.m m unlty by putting th e ready 
m oney paid as com pensation for such laberinto 
active circulation. 
TUBLIC PARKS. 
I wonld also recom m end the im provem ent 
of th e p « k s belonging to th e city 
M uch has 
been done in that direction during the last lew 
years, but m uch m ore rem ains to be done, and 
iu th at connection I suggest th at this is the

PUBLIC DRIVES. 
The Honorable Beard of Supervisors ere now 
engaged in h arin g constructed a boulevard to 
Santa Monica.

com plete this work, and also to have con­ 
structed a sim ilar boulevard betweon this city 
and Pasadena.

The fact that six special orange trains 
are leaving the city every week for the 
East, shows that the orange crop is mov­ 
ing at a lively rate. A H krai.d man 
called on Mr. Karl, of Chicago, one of 
the leading commission men in the busi­ 
ness, yesterday, and asked for some 
pointers on the subject. 
“ About seventy-five carloads that is 
over 2,000 boxes of the iruic are leaving 
this section every week,” said Mr. Earl, 
“and of this we are handling twenty- 
five carloads. 
Most of it is going to 
Chicago and points west of that place, 
although occassionaly a few cars are run 
to Cleveland, Detroit and even New 
York. Not much is being sent, how­ 
ever, very far east as the Atlantic mar­ 
ket is well supplied with the Messina 
fruit which yielded enormously this year. 
The rain of'last week was rather beneti 
cial than otherwise to the orange-growers 
for it swelled the fruit and m.ule the sizes 
more desirable and marketable than be- 
foie. Trices are ruling about the same 
as at the opening of the eeñson, and al­ 
though thcra is a good market demand I 
do not think the rates will be much 
higher, r>s there is a very heavy crop 
here. By the way, I saw in one of the 
local papers—not the H erald—a state­ 
ment that the orange crop was nearly 
harvested. 
Such an idea is absurd. 
Only about one-third of 
the

has 
so 
far 
been 
sent 
out, 
and 
I 
anticipate 
that 
there 
will 
be 
1,500 carloads more packed. I noticed 
in your columns the news that orange 
trees were being shipped into Southern 
California from Florida. 
Inquiry on 
mv part shows that this is not being 
done on account of any superior qualities 
of the Florida trees, although there is 
one class called the ‘sour stock’ that íb 
being slightly imparted for the sake of 
the fruit. 
The principal reason why 
they aro comiDg in is because the nur­ 
serymen here have run out of trees, and 
as, in spite of the scale-bugs, there are 
hundreds of farmers who can see the 
great profits arising from orange cul­ 
ture in this section, many more groveB 
are being sot out, and the demand 
is therefore more than the local supply. 
I will have some good instances to give 
you of extraordinary yields when the 
season is over,” said Mr. Earl in con­ 
clusion, “some of them will require a 
good deal of faith to believe.”
